Icebergs 
=a An iceberg the size of 
Puerto Rico has broken 
away from the Antarctic 
polar cap and is drifting northward, 
posing aserious threat to shippingin 
the South Atlantic. The United States’ 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration said that satellite 
analysis shows the iceberg itself is 
not that dangerous, since its 
enormous size makes it easily vis- 
ible on ship radar. NOAA anticipates 
that the real problem willcome when 
ocean waves cause it to break into 
smaller icebergs, ranging from 
"*house-size to piano-size.” 

Anice floe carrying an abandoned 
Soviet research station and hundreds 
of drums of fuel and potentially haz- 
ardous chemicals is lost somewhere 
north of Alaska. The deserted chunk 
of ice broke loose from the Soviet 
coast on July 24, and was spotted 56 
miles north of Pt. Barrow, Alaska, in 
early September. Once found, the 
Soviet Research and Development 
Institute of the Arctic and Antarctic, 
which operated the station, will hire 
a vessel to remove the drums and 
buildings. 


Spills 
z Rebeldynamite attackson 
ES Colombia's oil pipelines 
have spilled 35 million 
gallons of crude into rivers and 
jungles, more than three times the 
amount of the Exxon Valdez disas- 
ter in Alaska. Scores of waterways, 
marshes, lakes, and forests have 
been polluted by the spills, whichthe 
guerillas hope will force the govern- 
ment to expel foreign interests from 
the nation’s oi] business. Many of 
the region’simpoverished people say 
they don't mind the spills, because 
they can earn 10 times their normal 
income by helping to clean it up. 

A large oil slick, which spread 
from waters off the Italian Riviera to 
France's Céte d'Azur, washed onto 
resort beaches in Saint Tropez. The 
French Navy was unable to discover 
where the oil came from.
